Namst of Japanesa Ships. 

It is the custom of the Ja|ianese to, 
add to the names of their ships of 
war the word Kun, a term which is 
of Chinese origin and means war 
vessel, und their warships ara 
always spoken of in this way, as; 
Naiiiwa Kan, Hushidato Kun, etc. 
In a similar niunucr the word Maru 
is added to tho utuiics of merchunt 
vessels, as Oini .Maru, Yumushiro 
Muru. Ttio word is of obscure orl- 
giu. It Is believed to lie a corrup- 
tion of Maro, “i»u archaic term of 
endearment.” 

The meaning und origin of names 
given to Japanese war vessels are of 
interest. Matsushima is one of the 
Suiikel, or “three views of Japan,” 
and lias been famous from earliest 
times. It Is a beautiful urchi|H‘lago 
on tho coast, which cun be described 
in the meuningof the ivort’ >: “Piiio- 
tree-Islund.” Ilusku>:himtiund H.tsb- 
idato are islands furious for (heir 
beauty. Nuniwu is liieuneient iiuinc 
for the province in which the old 
capital, Kyoto, is situated. 

Tukuehihoii a southern mountain, 
on the summit of which Hie first 
mikado, Jiinniu Teniio, is sup|>osed 
to have alighted when ho descended 
from Heaven. 

Yoshino is a wild niouiitainous 
tract of country, in which Is situated 
a town of the same name, celebrated 
for its sakuru (the llowcring cherry) 
trees, said to nuinljer one tliousand. 
Akugi and Hiyci arc numesof inouu- 
tuins. — Harper’s Wceklv.

When a reporter called at his 
house at 12:30 this morning, Ashby 
was asleep and apparently resting 
well, but he was no better than yes- 
terday when he was reported worse 
than Sunday, Heavrin was also 
seen and was resting well. He said 
he felt somewhat better than he did 
Monday morning. He stated that Hd 
Orkies who first stepped upon the 
porch, and that Ashby came up 
shooting without warning.

As he did 
so, a bullet grazed his little finger, 
another went through the right lap- 
pel of his coat, one through the mus- 
cle of his left arm, and one entered bis 
left breast, came out under the shoul- 
der and dropped down in his sock. 
The first shot fired took his left fore- 
finger off, making five balls that 
struck him. He says Ashby fired 
most, if not all, the shots that struck 
him and a deputy sheriff said one of 
Ashby’s party told him that he 
emptied his pistol and ran.’’ 

There are fifteen bullet holes in 
the side of Heavrin’s house. There 
are boles made by 32 and 38 calibre 
balls, and some larger ones, presuma- 
bly of ’48-calibre. Aihby’s friends 
will not give their side of the story, 
but say Heaverin’s is not true.
